At Milton ſome 19 Miles from I:vernefs, a 
Son of the Viſcount of Tarbar was taken tiom 
thence, by General Major Afkay, whom he 
keeps in his own Cuſtody, and will not kt hin 
yo from him, he being a Papif, bur are ſtil] Sur- 
veying all the North, with all the Vigour that 
he can make againſt Clowers. 

| On TuefAay the 21/7. there were a great many

Fedneſday 22. The Caſtile about three a Clock 
12 the Morning, put out two Flaggs; and a 
l:itcie after that Fired three Canon, ewo of which 
were towards the South Battery ; one of which 
broke through a Houſe that is next to the Bar- 
tery, and a Centinel that was ſtanding near to 
that Houſe had only his Hands a licthe hure by 
the broken Glais that came from the Windows : 
The other was ſhot toward the Norch-Eaſt Bat- 
try, which did no harm. 

The ſame day in the Forenoon the Caſtle 
Fired many ſmall Shot down to the Town, 
which only Killed one Woman, two Men, two 
Hories and a Dogg; upon which the Citizens 
vere very much 4rritat, and in the Night-time 

ney aid make up a Battery of Wool packs, 
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Dung, atid many other things neceſſiuy, for 
char uſe, and it was from one fid- of the Street 
t the other, above a Man's ſight in one Nights 
time, which being ſeen by che Duke next Mor- 
ning, he cauſed two Parley's to be Beat ; at the 
ſecond the Lieutenant Colonel Mackay and one: 
of the Magiſtraces went ro know his mcaning, 
which was, that they ſhould remove that Bar- 
tery that was made in ths Street, ahd he 
would nct ſhoot any tore down upon the * 
Zowns fo they asked him, Why he Shor Yeſter- 
day? He Anſwered, that as he had got no 
>!:ep this two Nights before, he being Slcepy 
Weitto Reſt, and it was unknown, and with- 
out Order of him that any Shot ſhould have 
Leen fent down upurt the Town, Upon which 
the Magiſtrate and the Colonel rook his wor 
of Honour, and fo pulld down the Battery. 

Yeſterday there weic ſeveral Bombs thrown 
againſt ciie Caſtle, five of whith went into the 
Caſtle; one of. them fell into the top of the 
big Houſe, which ſunk down through three 
Storys 3 another fell into their Well. If it hal 
not been for che greatneſs of the Rains and 
Snow, I could have given you a greater account, 
tor there can bz no Canon placed near to the 
Batteries , by reaſori of the Sappinets of ths 
Ground, 

This day we bave Intelligencs from Maja; 
General Mackay, that he intends to come to: 
wards Edinburgh trom the North, in relyect that 
he hath gor the Bonds oi molt part of the Clans 
there ; that they oblige themſelves to keep thar 
Country in Peace lo far as they are concerned. 

Thurſday 23. At 12 » Clock at Night ct;- 
South Bartery went 1n agitation againſt th 
Caftle, which waz performed extraordinary 
well, ro wit, the Battery ſent in even Bomeos 
within the Wall, tive of which fell upon the 
Principal Houle ; tome of them are aſlerced to 
have fallen into the Crown Chamber, tha Fire 
being ſeen to come plainly out of the Windows; 
buc what Damage at that time was more dons,
